This second Office Action is in response to Applicants Amendment received in 
the Office on October 4, 2004 in this case. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

for snap-in engagement of the support leg and- has 
been inserted;

claim 4, line 2, "vertical" has been deleted; and 
claim 2 has been canceled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 4, and 5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 , 4 and 5, the prior art of record does not teach, in combination with the other 
features of claim 1 , an apparatus wherein the slots provide opposing inner side wall 
surfaces, at least one of the sidewall surfaces providing at least one protrusion 
positioned for snap-in engagement of the support leg and wherein an upper proximal 
end of each of the support legs is formed as an inverted V-shape, the slots of the leg 
receivers each converging upwardly for accepting the V-shape of the support legs in 
tight-fitting engagement.
